Thia conference of tho 
National Union is to tho Conservatives what 
tho great annual caucua of the Nationol 
Liberal Federation is to the Liberals, and its 
highest is an exceptional political honor. 

The Mur<|uia of Bute, who has immonso 
money intereatb in the Cardill diatrict. was 
a possible candidate for the office, but cho 
Uikrl of Donraven is preferred, as ho Is not 
only a great Welsh landowner, but also a 
ound politician. He is, therefore, tho 
unaniiiiDua ohoioe of his party. Although 
yachting ia his dominant passion, he is an 
earneal student of public airairs, an effective 
speaker, and while Under Secretary of tho 
Coloniea, he diapluyed unexpected qualities 
aa a disureut statesman. 

Tho Conservative conference probably 
will not add any new plank to the Con- 
servative platform, which naturally canuoL 
be enlarged with the ease aciending the 
development of the Liberal programme. 

Th,.- .\lar(|uis af Salisl)ury will make Ijo- 
foro the conference hia lirat speech since tho 
adjournment of I'arliament. Ho will in- 
dicate th? lino of policy for the Opposition, 
and will re explain, with aome details, tho 
means willi which ho hojiea to (ffect hia 
grand purpose of an oarly diasolutlon. Su- 
preme contidenco porvadea Coneervativo 
circlea that tho Government will he badly 
beaten in tho ne.xt general election. Tho 
British maj,)rity againat tho Gladstoniuns ia 
o.vpeoted by Conservative atatcamen to bo 
ao dooiaivo that the Irish vote will bo 
awutnpcd in the House of Commons and the 
Uoioniats will have a certainty of seven 
years in power. This expectancy is based 
largely on the returns from tho constitu- 
eucies upon the completion of tho electoral 
registrations. Everywhere tho regiators 
show Unioniat gains. 

Mr. Balfour, leader of the Unionists in 
the Lower House, reuently described Lon- 
don as the key to the electoral situation, 
and expressed the oonviotion that tho re- 
turns from London would reveal an average 
gain of 500 votes in every one of thirty 
metropolitan constituenoiea. The chief of 
the Conservative electoral exeoutive draws 
from the registrations their inference that 
the intense reaction which he finds now in 
progress againat tho Government ought to 
be utili7,e() by his party as soon as possible, 
to piisli Mr. Gladstone from power. The 
trouble with the Conservative managera ia 
that they cannot find any means of forcing 
the Government to a diaaolution at once, 
and when Mr. Gladatono shall consent to go 
before tho country the whole situation 
among tho v ,tera may bo changed. 

Speaking in Eilinburgh, this week, Mr. 
Goschen, Chancellor of tho lOxcheqiier in 
tho last Salisbury cabinet, hinted that 
Mr. (ileilstone'a proj"oted registration re- 
form bill would be rijeeled by tho Houao ot 
Lords unless the measure ahoulil be accom- 
panied with ijr.jviaiona for such a redistri- 
bution of the Parliamentary seats aa would 
reduce the numbur of Iri=liiiien at West- 
minster. 

Tho CardiiV coiiferenco will pass reanhi- 
tiona favoring u rediatribulion of aeata 
which will limit tho Irish represen- 
tation in Parliament to ,S0 mem- 
bers instead of 111.') as at present. The 
Liberals say, however, that tho rejec- 
tion of the Kegialriuion Reform bill by tho 
Lords would not lead to a diaaolution any 
nioro than did the rejection of the Homo 
Rule bill. Even if the Peers nerve them- 
aolvcs to throw out every important Lib- 
eral ineaauro sent up to them by the 
House of Commons, Mr. Gladstone will 
proceed to pass through the Lower Houao 
all the measures announced in agreement 
with the Newcastle programme. 

The Speaker comments thus : On the re- 
port that the Lords will make a fight all 
along the Hue, if the House of Lords be 
bent on such a course, it is not for the Radi- 
cals tc complain. The enemies of the Peers 
may well exclaim: "The Lord has de- 
livered them into our hands." 

(ienedl, the nowspupor organ of the Welsh 
Nationalists, said on Friday that during 
tho last Parliamentary session, liight Hon. 
.loaeph Chamberlain had tried to win the 
Welfh niembera over to the Opposition by 
promising, in case of Mr. Uladstone'a de- 
feat and hia own elevation to tho Premier- 
ship, to make Welsh diseatalilishineiit a 
Unionist isiuu in the House of C'nniinonn. 
Samuel 1'. lOvans waa named as the Welsh 
meinl)er whom Mr. Chainberluiii had a))- 
proiieheii. To-d,ty Mr. I'A-ans denied tlio 
truth ot thia story. Ho hail ri-ceivi<l a 
message, like tho one ilescribi'il, he said, 
from a conspicuous Libi-ral Unionist who 
did not ait in Parliament, Prom Mr.

Halipax, N. S., Got, 9. — To-morrow, Ad- 
miral Hopkins, in command of tho warships 

Blake, Tartar and Mohawk, will attack the 
city. The ahips will leave port lote to- 
night or eorly Tuesday morning, from a 
point outside the harbor. The defence will 
bo under the command of General Mont- 
gomery Moore. Colonel Saunders will bo in 
charge of the royal artillery. The latter 
will man the various forts assisted by a de- 
tachment from the Halifax Garrison Artil- 
lery. The GUtb battalion will leave at 9:30 
for the head of the arm. At this point they 
will be formed in two divisions. The right 
half, under Colonel Humphreys, will pro- 
ceed to the junction of St, Margaret's Bay 
and Prospect road. The left half will 
be in charge of Major Weston, and will 
march to a spot on the Herring Covo road, 
in the vicinity of Long lake. These detach- 
ments will be accompanied by several com- 
panies of the H. G. A., with field guna. 
The 63rd rifles will bo divided into three 
companies. One company will bo conveyed 
from tho harbor yard to York redoubt, 
where the defence will bo operated. Tho 
remaining two compiniea go to McNab'a 
island. From these a company will, if re- 
quired, bo thrown off to the eaatern passage. 
'Ihe ,Sth (King's) regiment will parade at 9 
o'clock. The larger number will bo dis- 
patched to .St. Margaret's Bey, accompanied 
by several companies of field artillery. The 
remainder of the regulars will go to McNab's 
Islacd and form supports for the 63rd, who 
will send out skirmishers.

PRINCE GALITZIN. 

The Distlngnlshed llusslau Traveller to Pene- 
trate Tliibiit and Pinter the ISiiered 
City of Lassji,. 

WashinotoN, Oct. 9. — Prince Galitzin, 
who recently visited Vancouver, is in 
Washington. He is a Fellow of the Geo- 
graphical Society of St. Petersburg, and the 
most famous traveller in Russia. He will 
start soon with an expedition to petAtrato 
the plateau of Thibet with intention of en- 
tering the sacred city of Lsasa and inter- 
viewing the grand llama. It ia said that no 
European haa ever faced tho grand llama, 
and the flucoesa of Prince Galit/.in in hia 
undertaking would be open to groat doubt 
wore it not for his record in the way of 
wonderful journeys. It is over a year 
since hia appearance at tho head 
of a amall Cossack caravan in thi 
paasea of tho Pamir table land, anil 
the cxtreiiio northern frontier of India, 
Btartleil tliu British (Jovcrnmcnt. Ho haa 
demonfltraLed by a j' urnoy of over 18 000 
miles from tho termihiia of the Trun8c*apian 
railway at Samarcuud, that tho Indian 
frontier was acceasiblo to Russian attack 
through the Pamir tableland, hitherto re- 
garded aa inaccessible. Retracing hia steps 
with bis caravan, ho passed through tho 
Quin Shan Mountains, croaacd Eaatern 
Turkestan into Siberia until he struck tho 
caravan route loiding to Irkutsk, near Lake 
Baikal, in Southern Siberia, He then pur- 
sued the Way east to Vladivostook, thence 
through Japan toYanoouvor and tho United 
States. If Prince Galitzin succeeds in en- 
tering Lassa and getting out alive, his next 
journey will be from the eastern terminus of 
the trans-Siberian railway along its proposed 
renii to Behrlog's Straits; then crossing into 
Alaska, he will try to pass through British 
Columbia to the northern boundary of tho 
United States.

CHICAGO'S CELBBEmON. 

Tho Greatest of aU the Days of the World's 
Fair. 

Chicago, Oot, D. — Tho motropolia of tho 
West is indulging in a dual celebration to- 
day, which marks the twenty-seoond anni- 
versary of the great Chicago fire, and like- 
wise marks tho liquidation of tho floating 
and bonded indebtedness of tho World's 
Columbian Expoaitiou. It has beuu desig- 
nated as "Chicago's day," and as a general 
holiday the observance ia more rigid than in 
many yours. Thousands of omployera of 
labor have presented their employes with 
souvenir tickets ot admiaaion to Jackbon 
Park, and it ia believed that ' the total at- 
tendance of to-day will not be leaa than 
half a million. Tho day was opened with 
the booming of cannon, and at 9 o'clock 
eight trumpeters in heralds' uniforms, sta- 
tioned on the Columbia aroh, the adminis- 
tration building and the buildings of manu- 
factures and liberal arts, played a fanfare of 
universal peace. This was followed by the 
singing of the Star Spangled Banner by a 
chorus of 3 000, the multitude that blocked 
the court of honor singing the refrain, each 
person waving a small nand flag in time 
with the musio. The first American flag 
was then saluted and honors paid to the 
liberty boll. Headed by a band, the pro 
ceaaion moved to tho buildings of the 
Southern Statea, each of which was seren- 
aded with appropriate music. Aa a prelude 
to a recess, the doxoiogy was aung by the 
multitude, with u suluto of cannon, bunds 
and orchestra. 

Tho oxurciaca were reaumed at 2 o'clock 
with a riunion of atatea in tho court of 
honor. The commonweuUha of tho republi 
were repri'sonted by yoiuhe and nmiileiia in 
tho following order : Chio.igo aa a guard of 
honor, n.'presented by youths, one from each 
ward, bearing ahielda willi coata-of urm 
with tho word " Wolcoine." Then came 
tho original thirteen atitoa, represented by 
thirteen young ludio-',oue frotn each state, in 
appropriate coatumo, preceded by a com- 
pany of youthful troops in Continental uni 
f'Ttn. Then followed all the states of the 
Union, each represented by as many youths 
as there are counties in each stuto. ICaeh 
group waa proceeded by twelve achool 
girls representing the chiof 
Bonio bearing floral broken 
above their heada, some 
branches and other devices, 
marching around the court of honor, tho 
participants in the pageant formed in groups 
and joined in singing the songs of the peo- 
ple. In the psigeant to-night there are 
scores of floats of all nations and states, 
cavalcades of young equrstrians, represent- 
ing Chicago and her sister cities; a military 
float with Generals Grant, Logan, Sheridan, 
President Lincoln, Stephen A. Douglas per- 
sonated aa central Ugures, and also floats 
contributed by representatives of every 
nationality making up tho population of 
Chicago. The day concluded with an elob 
orato display of fireworks, for which Slij.OOO 
had been appropriated.

BOARD OF ALDifiRMEN. 



The Qnfstiou of tUo Victoria and 
Saauieli 'i'erniinua Referred to 
a Committee' 

Sewer for New School in South 
Ward Diaonssed— I'pamway 
Poles Again. 



The City Oonnoil held their weekly 
rogular meeting laat evening, Mayor Beaven 
presiding, and Aid. MuKillican, Styles, 
Hendorsoa, Hiirrte, Munn, Ura^g and iSel- 
yca also present. The Mayor read the oer- 
tifioato of Aid. Harria' retnra. 

A letter from B. W. Peacse oontamed a 
complaint against the position of the tram- 
way company's posts on the Cadboro Bay 
road, and eapeolally ono which had almost 
caused a collision between bis earriaj>e and 
an electric car. He asked the immediate 
removal oi these posts; and also called at- 
tenion to the fact that the company were 
guilty daily of infraction of the Act in run- 
ning their cars at a greater speed than ten 
miles an hour, and also in not laying their 
rails iluah wiih the road. A meinor*ndum 
attached to the letter stated that President 
Higgins would replace the posts if the 
Council would dig the new holes and fill the 
old ones. 

Oa motion of Ald. Belyka the matter 
WM referred to the Streets committee for 
Investigation. 

With respeob to the report recently called 
for on the subject of the possibility of in- 
creasing and iaiproviog the water supply, 
the Chief Engineer wrote thikt before, ho 
could make such a report it would be neces- 
sary to have a survey made of the gather- 
ing grounds for the water. 

XiiK Mayor said he believed such a plan 
hud been j)ropared under the direction of 
the former Water Commissioner, but it did 
not appear to bo now in the poeaession of 
the city. 

A discuflsion then took placi as to whe- 
ther or not this plan was the property of the 
city and could be doniauded. 

On motion of Aid. Harria, the communi- 
cation was referred to the Water Commis- 
sioner for a report upon the probable cost of 
such a survey. 

A letter from Robt. Mason complained 
that, according to present appearances, the 
Victoria & Sidney railway, which was to ap- 
proach the city by way of the Sannich road, 
would have its terminus at the brickyards 
on that road, which were a mile and a half 
from the centre of the city, and that this 
would give the city a very poor return for 
the bonus granted. 

The Mayor said this was very far indeed 
from the line the city had sanctioned. 

Ald. Hknderson explained that the 
change had no doubt arisen from the fact 
that the road was to come via Swan Lal^e 
iastead of Cedar Hill. 

Ald. Munn had heard that they would 
come in over the tramway lines, 

Auo. Bblyba said ((hat from the brick- 
yards there was praotloally only one wfay of 
getting into the oity, and mo (^oncil would 
practically be forced to sanotion that way. 
He had heard that the reason the company 
abandoned the route outlined to the Conn- 
oil was that the Gonncil had interfered 
with their work at Elk Lake, bnthetbouRht 
it would be nonsense for them to make anoh 
a contention. He thonttht the Council 
ought to look into the matter at once, and 
he moved that the communication bo re- 
ferred to a select committee for report. 

This was agreed to, and the Mayor 
named Aid. Belyea, Styles and Harris oa 
the committee. 

The report of thn arbitrators re the cor- 
poration land at Klk Like taken by the 
Victoria fc Sidney railway waa read, show- 
ing aa already published, an award of $'MG 
to be paid to the city. A letter from J. 
Stuart Yatea stated that the bill of costs in 
connection with the matter is $186. 

Au). Bbltza supposed the award should 
> be accepted, as though it was not satisfac- 
tory be did not feel that the amount at 
stake justified an appeal. 

And. Henderson did not think the Conn- 
cil should accept this as payment for dam- 
ages likely to result through contamination 
ot the water at Elk lake. 

Ald. BiiAfif; moved that the award lie on 
the table for a weak, to give time for con- 
sideration. 

On motion of Aid. MoKillican the award 
waa accepted. 

The protest of the ralepayera of the Oak- 
landi district against the application of the 
local improvenunt by-law to their district, 
was read, received and filed, after Aid. 
Bolyci had pointed out that the proper 
course for the ratepayers to take 
was not to hold public meetings, 
at which no alderman was invited 
to bo preaent, and to forward resolutions to 
tlie Council, but they should rather petition 
in the ref;ular way. He fi-lt, however, that 
the procedure in this inatanco had been 
adopted with proper intention. 

TiiK Mavdi; reported, iu the matter of 
the sewer for the new school in llie South 
ward, referred to him, that in his opinion 
the thouB;\nd feet of sewer required cnuld 
not be put down at the expense of the Js,').- 
000 voted by by-law for cduoiitional pur- 
poses. He said this was the opinion given 
to him by the City Barristers, and itoccined 
to him to be logical. 

Ald. Belyea contended that it was the 
duty of ttie trustnea to make connection 
with the aewer, even if it was a quarter of a 
mile away, and if thi y could out of the SVO.- 
000 by-law build a connecting sewer for 
Rcliool, and not for public use, the Council 
ehoulil not put difficulty in their way. 

AlI). Tlr.NDMTisoN and McKillicam spoke 
to the auino eirect, and the latter moved 
that tlio desired permission bo granted. 
After eorne discussion Aid. Harris moved 
that the matter be referred to the (.'ity 
Knginecr to report on the cost, which motion 
was adopted. 

A petition waM received frnni a nuujbcr of 
ratepiiycrH in Victoria Went, askinc for a 
two-bnard siilewulk aeros.) the Indian re- 
serve to connect with that on Craif^llower 
road. This is an improvement that is much 
needed in the winter months. 

Ald. Hakrih niovcd that the re(|Uoat bn 
granted, but raisi^d a nice point ua to 
whether the City Council spend money on 
the Indian reserve, in view of the fact that 
the oity did not own the reserve. 

Ald. Munn and Henderson supported the 
granting of the requeat. 

Ald BELTKA had thought a good deal on 
this question of the reserve, and had come 
to iihe oonolnsion that the city did not in- 
clude the reserve, that the liuee ran outside 
the reserve, even the shore line not being 
in the city, bo that any money spent by the 
Council on the reserve wan spent outside the 
city. However, as to the sidewalk in qnca- 
tion, if it were a matter of expediency, he 
should certainly reoommend granting this 
needed improvement. 

The Council adjourned at 10:30.

Steam Schooner "Worloek" Heard 
From and Doine Well— Capt. 
fialcom's AdTentnres. 



Arrival of the "City of Carlisle"— 
Shippiiifr for September- 
Wharf Notes. 



There are still three more of the Victoria 
aeaiiut; licet to return to port — the steam 
Bohooner VVorlock, tho W. P. Hall and the 
Maud S— and it is probable that the last 
mentfoued two will winter at Yokohama. 
On Sunday the Walter L. Rich, Captain 
lialcom, reached Victoria after a very 
rough passage home from the Copper Island 
coast, where she secured the pelts of 517 
seals, making her oatoh for the season 
1,805 skins. Tho most noteworthy inci- 
dent on the schooner's trip was the hair- 
breadth escape from drowning oi Captain 
Balcom, on the way home. The skipper 
was standing on deck attired in heavy gum 
boots, rubber coat, etc., when a heavy sea 
struck him with such little warning as to 
carry him bodily into tho wild sea. Tho 
vcasul, although travelling rapidly ut tho 
time, was soon brought to and a boat lowered 
to the rescue. By tho time it reached 
tho captain he had frepd himself 
of tho cumbersome boats and coat, and had 
struck out to meet tho rescuers. Their 
work WHS very dillicult in accomplishment, 
as tho sea was very rough. Needless to say 
Capt. Baloorm feels grateful to his men, but 
he certainly deserves notice for tho presence 
of mind which ho maintained even at tho 
height of danger during the half hour ho 
was struggling in the raging waters. Ac- 
cording to a letter which S. L. Kelly re- 
ceived yesterday from the captain of tho 
Worloek, that vessel will be tho last to re- 
turn to port. The letter was mailed from 
some Japmese port early in September, 
and stated that the schooner will bo home 
if possible by November 0. Although her 
sealing cruise has not lieen very successful, 
she boa made up for this deficiency by trad- 
ing alODg tho shores of Kamschatka, whore 
she procured in addition to 280 skins, 
her catch, 20 otter and 00 sable 
skins, besides about 200 pounds of walrus 
ivory. The Worlock's captain complains in 
his latter about the vessel's machinery be- 
ing very nnsatiafaotory, as it could not be 
used. This is tho first news received from 
the Worloek sinoe her departure fromSitka, 
and according to it the vessel's omise has 
been a financial success. She was cruising 
ofTtho Japanese coast in September. 

Smi'I'INO FOR SEt'TE.MUEK. 

Messrs. R. P. Ilithot it Co. 'a freight and 
shipping report for October says there has 
been great firmness in tho freight market, 
particularly as to rates for wheat vessels, 
tho disengaged tonnage iu San Francisco be- 
ing coiisequoutly much reduced. Generally, 
lunibor rates liavo not shared in tho advance, 
although a fair number of charters were 
made, tho vessels, however, being small, 
showing that the demand is conservative. 
In one or two instances only were rates 
higher than 40s paid. The last salmon 
charter of the season is the Harold, whose 
oorKO may be expected to dear out all stocks 
available for export,

THm POLIGY OF BOUJSGbl. 

The new Opposition press has adopted 
the policy of brag and bouuoe. It oxhihiti 
an utter disregard of facta and represents 
the state of public opinion and the progreaa 
of the agitators, not aa tbey are, bat as it 
would like the publio to believe them to bo. 
Although the people appear to regard then, 
and their movement with quiet contempt, 
the Opposition newspapers represent them 
aa giving the now movement their enthuaias- 
tic support. Although the agitators had 
the greatest diffioulty io dramming up dale- 
gates to attend the Kamloopn oonvention, 
they try to make their readara believe that 
the Mainland ia seething witli disiU'ection, 
and that the Island ia aullea and uurespou 
aivo to the appoala of the Government. 
When a public meeting takea place thoy boast 
of the impression which their orators bavo 
made on the audience, and dilate upon the 
cold reception given to tho Leader of the 
Government and his colleagues and support- 
era. If they are to bo believed, the Govorn- 
niont ia most unpopular in all parts of the 
country, and that the Province — laluad as 
well aa Mainland — is eagerly lookiog to 
Brown, Kitchen, Cotton & Co, lor relief. 

l!ut our Opposition contemporariea aro 
weaving their little romances in vain. The 
facta which go to show that tho agitators are 
losing what little credit thoy had gained 
are too many and too conspicuous to go un- 
noticed by the intelligent observer. The 
progress of the Premier in Cariboo and the 
Now Westminster diatriot showed very 
clearly that the Mainland ia very far indeed 
from being a aeothing maaa of discontent. 
•Mr.Uavie waa wellrecoived wherevorhewent. 
The people listened to what he had to aay 
attentively ; and that he made an impres- 
sion favorable to the G-overnment and its 
policy ia aeon by tlio return of a supporter 
in Cariboo and the refusal of the eleclora of 
Chilliwack to aend delegatea to the Kam- 
loop's Convention. The mooting in tho latter 
town on Monday tho 2ad. last, also allorded 
evidence that ia irrefutable, that tho repre- 
sentations of the Oppoaition preas aa to tho 
state of public opinion in the country arc 
utterly unreliable. A largo number of tho 
inhahitanla uE the town and its vioinily at- 
tended tlio meeting. Tlieao people, whom 
the Oppoaition papers represent aa bitterly 
hostile to the Oovemment, gave the Premier 
a hearty welcome and listened attentively 
to what he had to say. Tho Inland 
Sentinel, which was considered favorable to 
the Constitutional League and its advocutoa, 
■ays : 

" The Premier may congratulate himself 
on the success of the meeting called by bim 
on Monday evening last, for although the 
feelings of the large gathering appeared 
pretty well divided, there can be no doubt 
that ore the mooting broke up, hia explan- 
ation ot tho policy of tho Govornmont, and 
his proof that thoy had kept thoir promioco. 
Boomed to convince moat of those preaent ; 
and the acrid feelings with which many 
oame to the meeting, were oonsiderubly 
modiSed, and in many oases removed," 

Tho reason of this remarkable change ia 
given by the Sentinel in tho following sen- 
tonco : " Tho Premier, aa will be aeon in 
tho report of the meeting publiahed elao- 
whore in this paper, gave a very clear and 
oompreheaaivo aooount of the acts of the 
Government and their reasons for the same, 
and evidently proved to the larger portion 
of the audience that many of tho charges 
made againat tho Government were without 
foundation, and that their policy bad been 
fair and equable to the Frevinoo generally," 
.This onght to . show our' Oppoaition oon- 
tempomles thai their polioy of abiiae and 
misrepreawtotion ia fa^^^^ well aa dia-. 



THB KAMLOOPS MEETING. 

W o publish to-day the proceedinga of the 
Kamloops meeting as they appear in the 

Inland Sentinel of the 7th inat. Tho apeech 
which the Premier delivered ia a remarkably 
clear and able defence of tlie Govornmont. 
It had, aa we see by tlio Sentinel, an excel- 
lent and an immediate etfect on the audi- 
once. It convinced many of them that tho 
Govornmont had been grossly misrepre- 
aeutod by thoir opponcnta, that instead of 
favoring the Island unduly, aa their oneiniea 
were continually aaaerting, tho Mainland 
had received, according to population, nioro 
than its proportionate share of tho public 
expenditure. 

We feel quite sure that when the intelli- 
gent olectora of tho interior of the Province 
read that apecoh, they will be aatoniahed at 
the audaeloua way in which the Government 
haa been libelled by it" unscriipulima oppo- 
ncnta. Tho plain truth plainly atated ia 
ButBoient to discredit the whole pack of 
amall politicians who have been making it 
their bualneea of lute to nianufacuiro and 
dieaeuiiuate all sorts of liea about tlie acta 
and tho policy of tho Government, and 
to traduce and vilify ita membera. Mr. 
Davie's speech will give tho supporters of 
the Qovernment and the lovers of fair play 
in the interior material with which to show 
both the ignorance and the nntruthfulnesa 
of these self-constituted oraolea, who have 
been imposing upon honest eleotora who 
want to hear the truth about tho Govern- 
ment and their policy. It is evident that 
the Premier's visits to the Mainland have 
beea most successful from every point of 
view. 



THE RIQHT KIND OF UNITY. 

The Oovernor Gonerul replied to tho ad- 
dresa of tho Mayor and City Council of 
Montreal in tho Frouoh language. He evi- 
dently considered that courtesy required 
him to address the civio representatives of 
Montreal in the language which tho majority 
of them boat understood. Ho clearly haa 
no sympathy with those who believe that the 
Government of Canada should uao ita in- 
flnenco to discourage tho use of tho French 
tongue in this Dominion. Tho attempt 
to do this, as the Governor-General says, 
would have an eSfeot exactly the opposite of 
that intended. Reatrintioua on tho use of a 
language which ia tho mother tongue of niil- 
lijna of British aubjeula in Canada would bo 
looked upon as a apeciea of pereecution — aa 
it certaiuly would be — and would 
bo productive of estrangement and ill-feel- 
ing. What ia wanted in this Dominion is 
the spirit of kindlinoaa and good-will be- 
tween the different racea compoaing ita pop- 
ulation. But tho policy of diacouraging the 
uao of French by legal onactmenta and by 
social usage would not only prevent the 
growth of aach a spirit, bnfe would kill it 
where it now exists. This is the report of 
the Goremor-General's Montreal speech : 

Monsieur le Maire, I observe that, accord- 
ing to usage, you have recited this address 
In two iangaagea. I confess that such a 
praotioB on all fitting oooasiona appears to 
me to be both graceful and appropriate. Of 
coarse, aa,wa all know, the alternative use 
of the French language, in certain public 
proceedings, ia provided for by law, but I 
am referring, also, to the spontaneous and 
voluntary adoption of this method on auch 
oocaaiona as the present. Surely auch a 
practice ia by no ineana to be regarded aa 
objoleto botiveen tho dilTerent elo- 
meuta of your populaiion. On tho 
contrary, it may be justly regarded 
aa a aymbol of union. No doubt it is ab- 
aolutely desirable that for purposes of busi- 
ntaa or of social interoourso each should 
study to underatand ami to apeak tho 
latiguai;*! of tho other with facility ; and 
that ri iiiurU, aa you have properly oliaorved, 
conveys a hiut to myself, which I hopu to 
profit by ; but the reougniiion of each other's 
language ao a matter of oourteay ia, when 
rightly considered, a thing to cherish and 
be proud of, for it declares the great and 
noble principle that, no matter what may 
bo our language, we all enjoy equally, by 
the character of our citi//!naliip, tho righta 
and privileges of that constitution. It re- 
corda tho fact that its principle and its 
practice aro fuudanioutul throughout the 
British Empire. It records the fact that, 
when Fronuh-Canada became part of tho 
empire her people received a guarantee of 
the applioation of that principle, and over 
since they have been firm to their loyalty 
and in their attachment to the Jiritish 
conneotion. It is when thus regarded, 
gentlemen, that I aubmit we must recoi^niz j 
that the practice is in full accord with the 
spirit of the Christian civilizatiou and of 
humanity. It is from that point of view 
that I venture to commend tho practice in 
question. And all liiatory, all experience of 
human nature, deeluro in trumpet tones 
that any attempt, however honeat and sin- 
cere in Ita aim to cheek or uboliah a privi- 
lege of thia kind, will inevitably tend to an 
cfl'ect opposite to that which is desired. 
Gentlemen, what wo need more than unity 
of language ia unity of purpoae in the t;raud, 
tho saored work ot building up and confirm- 
ing the fortunea of tliia fair land; aud, if 
thia ia to bo douo, wo muat be inapired by 
what liaa jn.itly been described as a broad 
and uuselfiahpatriotiem — a patriotism which, 
while maintaining the fullest right to indi- 
vidual opinion aud expression, will yet be 
prepared to subordinate personal prediloo- 
tiona or intoreats, and eapccially tho inaidi- 
on 1 prompting-! of pirtisinahip, when need- 
ed, iu Older to forward a common cauao." 

Tliero are soino in Canada who diaapprovo 
of what the Governor-General said to the 
Corporation of Montreal. Tbey have taken 
an antipathy to the French race and the 
French language which ia; to oa incotnpre- 



to convince their couutrymen of French ox 
traction that thoy esteem them highly aud 
are prepared to co-operato with tlu-m heart- 
ily iu everything that tends to promote not 
only the prosperity but tho happiness of 
the whole people. 

A LOGIGAL DEMOCRAT. 

The New York Sun does not believe in 
tho policy of tarill' reform. Though a Dem- 
oorat, it ia a stauucli and couaiateut protec- 
tionist. It holds, however, that tho Clove- 
land administration are,in bonorand honesty, 
bound to carry out their election pledges to 
the letter. They have delared that pro- 
tection ia " robbery " and they cannot, if 
they are oonaiatent, give ony countonanco to 
the robbery they have denouucod. It ia not 
for them to reform tho tariff in the direction 
of free trade, They must make it a free 
trade tari£f out-and-out. If a tariff is re- 
quired for revenue they are bound to frame 
it strictly on revenue prtnoiplea. The mak 
ing of a revenue tariff, the Sun contends, is 
u matter of arithmetic, not of consultation. 
It says : 

"AtorifFfor revenue only, if conceived 
n uprightness and framed in honesty, will 
levy an equal duty upon all artidoa what 
ever, whether the like of them oan be pro 
luoed in the country or not. Of course, 
under auch a tariff, wool cannot be made 
free. A tariff with a free list is not a rov 
onuo tariff. It is a diacriminating tariff, 
deaigned for tho protrc'ion of special inter 
oats and epecial classea." 

The Sun, conaiatontly with tho position it 
takes, disapproves of the taking of evidence 
on trade matters by the Committee of Waya 
and Meana. " The turifT hearings," it says, 
'before the Waya and Meana Committee 
.id to-day. Thoy never should liave be- 
gun.

Indians 
from Britiah Columbia, who are entirely 
outside the jurisdietion of tho United 
States, havo given exhibitions, performing 
ceremonial songa and dancea. One cere- 
mony conaiais of jugplery, wheu Indiana 
pretend to beat themselves with cluba and 
appear to become covered with blood. 
These clubs have little tubes made of kelp 
filled with red paint. This paint is forced 
out when the tubes are pressed againat the 
body, and this gives an appearance of 
blood. Even this exhibition, which is pure 
jugglery, and of Hindoos and others, is iu 
itself of considerable scientific importance 
and interest, as illustrating a cuatoin which 
has been in oxistenpe .With these people 
from time immemorial, was only performed 
•oDoe, and then by the wlah o£ the Indians 



themaolvea, without previous knowledge, 
and they were directed not to give the exhi- 
bitioa again.

Laikik congregationa attended tho special 
Suuday school aervicna at the Victoria Wext 
Methodist church on Sunday, and tho col- 
lections, which were in aid of the school, 
were quite satisfactory. Rov. George H. 
Moiden preaah>-d in the morning from 
ddremiah VII, 18.: "The children gather 
wood," and in the evening his text was 
Jeremiah VI, 16 : "Ask where is tlie good 
way ;" while in the afternoon R8V._ S. 
Cleaver addressed the children. Tho sing- 
ing by the children was remarkably good, 
the result of careful training by Mias Pun- 
will, who presided at tho organ at all three 
aervicea. In the morning Master J, W. 
Okell Bang " There's a Light in tho Win- 
dow ;" Misses Lottie ITorner and Clara 
Measic, aang " Precious .Icwcla," in the 
afternoon and iu tho evening, " Wo are 
Little Reapers," was sung by Miss Amy 
MoKenzio. 

In the County court, yesterday, Hon. 
Justice Drake sitting as a County court 
judge, gave judgment in the oaao of Uoaai v. 
the Corporation of Victoria, awarding to the 
plaintin damages in the amount of $500 and 
all cast9. Mr. Bosai sued for $1,000, esti- 
mating that his property at the foot of 
Johnson street bad been damaged to this 
extent by reason of the acts or negligence of 
tho defendant corporation. Not long ago, 
u franio building owned by him was ordered 
destroyed us dangerous; the argument now 
set up was that it was rendered so by tho 
corporation having permitted tho obstruc- 
tion of a box drain and thereby turned upon 
tho property of the plaintitf, not only the 
surface water but tho accnmulatinn of the 
neighboring atreota. Tho court held that 
tho corporation wore liable for damages by 
reason of their negligence in not causing the 
now box drain to be properly contiauod to 
tho harbor. 



THE LOST LEONOKE. 



Survivors of Last Wednesday's Dis- 
aster Keacli Victoria, Distressed 
aud Destitute. 



Tlie Mate Recouuts tlie Terrible Ex- 
lierieucea of the Nifrht-Loases 
Covered by liisurauce. 

The nine survivors of tho Chilian bark 
Leonoro, which went ashore on Cape John- 
son Wednesday night, arrived in Victoria 
Sunday evening, having been brought in 
from Neah Bay by tho American tug Dis- 
covery, which was sent out from Port 
Angeles for them by Chilian Couaul Macon- 
dray, of Port Townsond. The men wore in 
a very destitute condition when they 
reached Neah Bay, their long three days' 
trump having proved a hard trial on thoir 
scanty clothing as well aa their constitu- 
tions, as the journey was principally through 
tho bush, and over a trail that was nono too 
clear. On reaching Victoria, however, 
the men soon had their wants 
attended to, one of the first 
to contribute to their comforts being Mr. 
Hurtman. Tho latter knows what it is f-o 
bo u shipwrecked sailor, aS be was cast 
ashore some yeara ago on the coast of Chili, 
and there received the kindest attention- 

The story of the Wreck as told by Mate 
Stock lliith, ia as follows : Shortly after 
midnight ou the ith inat,, tho watch aloft 
gave tho lirst 8ii;nal of danger, but was mis- 
taken aa to its cause, for he called out ; 
" Ship on the weather bow." Tlio night 
being dark, with a heavy wind and rain 
following, tho object could not bu plainly 
made out in time to save tho vessel, and the 
result was she struck among tho rocks, 
which from a little aichipelngo at the point 
of tho capo — a spot reli^iuu.sly avoided by 
marinera. 

Afler striking, the visaed broke up inune- 
diately, and the crew were at a los-i what to 
do. C'ipt. P. V'. Jenateh, taking bis wife 
iu hia anna, was the (iral to atari for shore, 
but the heavy breakers proved too much for 
him and leiniinaleil hia bold struggle for 
life in death, his wife'.-i h xly being at day- 
l'L;b' the same morning picked up ou the 
boach. 

Soon after tho vessel struck, her atom, in 
which several of the crow had sought refuge, 
drifted ashore, but before it did, two of its 
occupants dropped overboard and wore 
drowned. Tho other membera of tho crew 
managed toawiui aahore. 

The majority of the crew will not remain 
in Victoria. ' They are anxious to get back 
to Chili, and will probably, if an oppor- 
tunity ofiers, sign on some lumber vessel 
bound for South America. Several of tho 
men have wives and families depending 
upon them. 

There ia absolutely nothing saved from - 
the wreck; the owners have, however, the 
aatiafactiou that she was fully inaured. 



A CiKNKUAL meeting of the churchmen 
was held in Ihu Cathedral school last even- 
ing, the Bishop presiding, and Mr. J. Colt- 
hart acting as secretary. Tho object of the 
gathering was to discuss the advisability of 
organizing a social club in Victoria, and 
also the propriety of arranging » scries of 
intellectual entertainments for tho winter 
evenings. Two committees were ultimately 
appointed, tho one to make arrangements for 
tho contemplated entertainment, tho other 
to look over tho ground ond formulate a plan 
for tho establishment of the club. Both 
will report at a meeting to be held in about 
a fortnight. 

AxoTHKR sitting of tho Special Assize 
court was hold yesterday, Mr. Juitico 
Crease presiding, for the trial of the assault 
case ugainat John Francis, seaman of tho 
bark Rathdown. Tho prisoner pleaded not 
L'uilty, although he admitted striking John 
Wilson — the seaman found guilty of man- 
slaughter on Saturday — he pleaded that tho 
blows were struck in self defence. Tho ovi- 
lence showed that Wilson, who had been 
flourishing a knife very freely, made a vici- 
ous rush aa Francis, who thereupon struck 
him with a piece of a spade handle. Wilson 
was momentarily stopped, but went again 
at Francis, who then struck a second blow, 
knocking down Wilson. His Lordship 
charged greatly in favor of the prisoner, 
showing that there bad evidently been 
great provocation. The jury were out be- 
tween three and four hours, and were twice 
brought into court to receive further in-v 
atructions aud advice, His Lordship giving 
them a aeriea'of questions, tho ansivera to 
which would enable him to assist them to u 
verdict. On their second U|ipearunco tho 
foreman incidentally nu'ntioued that the 
jury stood eleven to one in favor of acquital. 
Shortly after 8 o'clock they returned again, 
annoui cing that they could not ai;reo, and 
they were ii. cooBequi'nce discharged. The 
prihoner was defended by Lindley Create, 
and the prosecution was conducted by U'. 
H. Langley and A. tJ. Smith, the deputy 
attorney general. In consequence of the 
diKHgreemenl there will have to be a new 
trial, ahd for this purpose the juries have 
been summoned to attend again to-day.

The Premier and the Chief Commis- 
sioner Address tlie Electors 
of Kamlooiis, 

And Discuss in Detail the Policy ami 
Plaus of tho Govern- 
meut. 



(From tho loland Sontinol.l 
FurBa&nt to announoemeat pubUBhed dur- 
ing the day that the Premier and Chief 
Commissioner would address the olootora at 
S p. m. at Uuven'a hall, »n imdiouoa of fully 
490 greeted Mr. Diivio and Mr. Vfirnou 
upon their urriviU at the hall preolaely at 
tho hour indicated. 

Mr. Maua, M. p., waB, on motion of Mr. 
Molntoah, called to the ohuir, and in hia 
opening remarks said : 

Mr. Davie had often nppoiired before a 
Kamloops audience in a professional cap- 
acity, but this waa the flrat tinio aa a ro- 
preaentative of the Government. Tho peo- 
ple of this dlatrioB had given the lato Mr. 
Robaon almoat a aolid aupport, and he felt 
that support would be extended to tho 
present Government if Ihey did justice to 
the district and governed the country wisely 
and well. He had no doubt Mr. Davie 
would do justice to tho country and fulfil 
his promiaea of bringing in a just redistri- 
bution bill, and if so, and if justice wore 
done in otlier matters, the Government need 
hikvo no fuar cf a generous support in this 
district. 

Hon. Mii. D.wiK upon coming forward 
was met with cousiderablo applause. He 
coiniiienced by cotigriitulatiiig tho inliabi- 
timts upou the atoady growth of their town 
and tho duvelopnient of tho surrountling 
country. Aa lui imijortunt commercial ceu- 
tre tba Government had fixed upon Kam- 
loops ua tho point for eat.ibUahiiig the laud 
registry otiico for the Mainland, north of 
■Now Wcaltniuator district. Ho waa proud 
to SCO that tho Government were vindicated 
and jualified in their courao on all hands, 
for it waa ncccasary to justify their action 
in this matter, not merely in one part of tho 
country but throughout tho entire country; 
and to those who might claim that thero 
wero other places equally or belter suited 
for tho oflica. He had been tlirmigh tlio 
office and it waa a credit to the Government, 
and the vault, which hud been constructed 
was, in point of size and capacity, ci|ual to 
any, whether in Victoria, Vancouver or 
elsewhere. 

The hon. gentleman proposed, with tho 
indulgence of the audience, to enter upon an 
explanation and defence of the Government's 
actions in the past and its outlined policy 
for the f atuce. He could not expect, in 
the space of time at his disposal, to cover 
the entire ground, hut he would deal with 
matters aa fully aa time would permit, 
leaving thoae subjeots which there waa not 
time to allnde to for some future oooasion. 
He would take up lome of the principal 
topics DOW. Artioles in Opposition news- 
papers in many partioulars would furnich 
an excellent text. Taking one of the last 
first he produced a recent number of the 
Columbian, headed " Vainly Frantic 
Efforts," in which it was said that ho, 
Mr. Davie, was going through tho country 
as the head of a moribund governuieut, 
making all kinds of vain and fruntio prom- 
iaea for the future if only permitted to re- 
main in power. 

"Ladies ond gentlemen," continued Mr. 
Davie, "I have not come hero to make pro- 
misea, neither have I visited other places 
for that purpose, nor have I made promises 
for tho future. I have come here aa I have 
gone elsewhere, to allude to past promises 
and to demonstrate either their entire ful- 
filment, or else their being well on toward 
development and fulfilment. (Cheers. ) For 
instance, your land registry office waa pro- 
mised a year or more ago. To-day tho work 
of tranBoribing the record.i is accomplished, 
a snitable office is erected, and oa tho lat 
Kovember next the Government will be in 
a position to proolaim the office open for the 
oommeneement of bustneBS. (Cheers.) 
The SboBwap and Ukanagan railway 
was promised 'by the Government and 
it has been constraoted and is now in 
actual operation. It could not have been 
constiucted but by Government! aid and that 
aid -vns the Governmont guarantee of interest 
at 4 per cent, upon the coat of construction 
(■?-5,U00 per mile) for the period of twenty- 
five years. This w-as done by unanimous 
consent of all political parties. Tho Gov- 
ernment took pi>wer at the last Bcesion to 
similarly aid the NaUusp and Hlocan rail- 
way for the purpoae of opening up tlio Koo- 
tenay ininea and bringing trade this way; 
tho Spence'a Bridge and Nicola roiid for the 
purpoae of opening up the vast coal miuca 
proved to exist in this district, aa well ua 
extensive tracts of agricultural liuiil, and a 
railway from Chilliwack to t lie ccast. Tlio 
Naku.sp road wua a matter of urgent nccna- 
sity, for thero ia grave danger uf t ht; tr.ulc 
being entirely diverted into a foreign 
country and taken away from n". Soon 
after tho rising of the Houho 1 v.ent to 
Montreal, ami this cntcrpriao wa? put on 
such a footing that the work ia now 
rapidly under conal ruction, and the com- 
pany are bnund to have the road in run- 
ning order to Slocau lake by tho 31ft 
December, the C.l'. B. having likewise inti- 
mated their intention of constructing a line 
from Bevelatoke to Nakuap, ond having, in 
order to meet the trade thia year, placed 
nnder conBtraetion some ten or fifteen miles 
of chat road. The aid to these roads baa 
been placed upon basis which it is well de- 
monacrated will not be unduly burdensome 
to tho Province, oi^ injurious to its credit, 
the Province, as a condition of signing its 
guarantee, re(|iiiring, firstly, the Dominion 
subsidy of Sli.'JOU per mile to bo paid into 
tho troaaury, and aeoondly, the perfecting 
of un agreement with the G. I' R. to leaae 
the road fur twenty-five years ami pay to 
tho Province an amount equal to ■II) per 
cent, of the groi'H earning.') of tho road. 
Under the .Shiiawap agrceiiiont and tho 
ti-rnia of tho act :.u! h;niz!ng aid to tho 
Nakuhj) and other roada, the ID per cent, 
fund after making provision for paying two 
yeara' in;ereiit in udvancn ia payable to tho 
proniotera for their own use. Hut bond 
guaranteeing interest fciinply, and that for 
only twenty-live years, are diliicult inplacing 
upon the moni^y market, and uuuld bo 
floated only at a grave diacount, particularly 
in the preaent alriiigency of tho money mar- 
ket. Yon lake the diueount alone, invest it 
at coinpnund intorcat, and at tho end of tho 
term would have well on towards aulliciont 
to pay tho principal. With payment to bo 
made in bonds of this kind the road cannot 
be conatruoted as cheaply as it could be done 
for spot ca'ah. _ ConBccjuontly it ia a matter 
for grave consideration whether it ia not 
infinitely more to tho advantage of tho Pro- 
vince to guarantee both principal and inter- 
est than interest aimply. Thua the discount 
will be aaved end tho road conatruoted for 
actual caah cost. So in arranging for financ- 
ing the Nitkuap road, the Qovemment, 
whilst giving thb gnftraateiB''aB'^authorIzsd 
by tho act, have provlled that the bonds 
shall remain in escrow until the act can 



bo amended by tho Legialaturo. Moantimo 
tho road is being constructed at un actual 
cash coat, and more cheaply than wua the 
S. fc O. railway. Moreover, if tho Legiala- 
turo detorniinoa upon tho plan whmli the 
Government haa reserved the right for it to 
adopt, the stipulation haa also boon roaerved 
by the Government, under which the 40 per 
cent, grosa earnings, after satisfying cur- 
rent interest, is to form u sinking fund for 
redemption of tho principal. (Applause.) 
Tho Government propose to doul similarly 
with the Spenco's Bridge and Nicola and 
ChilliwucU roads, but no guaranto.>3 have so 
far boon given in theso oases; liistly, be- 
cause these rottda have not signified their 
ability to put up with tho Government tho 
amount of tho Dominion subsidy (the 
Nakusp road haa deposited with tho Gov- 
ernment §118,000) ; and secondly, tho build- 
ing of theso roads is not immodiatsly urgent, 
ua ia tho case with the Nakusp road. The 
assistance to tho Nakusp road, securing im- 
mediate construotion, has been given at a 
time when it was particularly useful. Owing 
to tho silver question, capital, which it was 
anticipated would flow into Kootonay this 
year from tho United States, has not been 
forthcoming ; hence development has not 
taken place, and numbers of idle men have 
been found. Thua the labor market has 
been plentiful and work has been given to 
those who wanted it." 

Mr Davie then referred to the aot of 
last session for the purpose of establish- 
ing a homo for aged, indigent and infirm 
persona. This waa a measure of stmplo 
juatico to many of those who, in curly 
yeara, had expended their means, health 
and energica in developing the ceaourcca 
of tho country and were now destitute. 
Tho country owed these men a home. 
Tho Government had given much considera- 
tion to the place for building this institu- 
tion, and Kandoopa had been finally select- 
ed. (Loud applause.) Tho Chief Commia- 
sioncr was now u- gotiatiug for a site, and 
when this was secured the building would 
bo at once commenced and pushed to com- 
pletion. In all tho mutters alluded to it 
would l:e observed tliat tlie Government 
wero simply carrying out undertakings and 
legialatiou already [given and paaaed, 
and not ainiply making promiiiea for 
the futurr, aa their opponents were 
untruthfully alleging. So it wua with 
the redistribution quention, to which 
ho should allude presently, and in 
respect to which the Government, in 
what it pnipoBcd to do, would only bo 
carrying out its ugreoment, made ua far 
buck as ISilO. As before remarked, the 
Government in all its entorpriaes were not 
unduly burdening the country, nor imperil- 
ing its credit. It ia quite evident that the 
financial world takes tho same view, and 
has every oonfidenco in tho way in which 
the Government is managing the finances of 
the country. Investors in Government 
securities watch closely tho financial 
methods of a Government, and if those 
methods are reckless or ill-advised, public 
confidence is withdrawn and the stock of 
that Government falls In price. But with 
British Columbia how was it? When the 
lust loan was floated the Provinae waa in 
tho proud position of finding its seonritiea, 
its Britiah C&lambia 3 per cents., ranking 
third amongst thn oolonial aeourities of the 
world, that of the Dominion of Canada 
beiDg first, the oolony of Ceylon second, and 
British Columbia third. (Applause.) Con- 
trast thia with the condition of the Pro- 
vince not many years ago, when a loan waa 
with difficulty floated at U per cent. ; or a 
littlo further back and conaiderably 
lesa than twenty yeara ago, when, 
to borrow $:!0,000 at 8 per cent, the Govern- 
ment had to pay a broker a commission of 
§tjOO, or 5 per cent. (Cheers.) But favor- 
able as was tho condition of tho Province, 
when its ;! per cents., soiling at S.'J, were 
ranked third among colonial securities, how 
how much prouder her position to- day — and 
it was only by tho newspapers which had 
come to hand to-day that he had observed 
it recorded that British Columbia securities 
had actually gone to tho top of tho liat, be- 
ing quoted at 9.'! with Canada'a at (Loud 
cheers). And in this proaperoua atato, 
which haa well-nigh silenced the old time 
opponents of tho Government, another Dan- 
iel has come to light, and this is a party 
originally calling itself tho Independents, 
and they have for some real or fancied (it 
matters not which) nialfeas-inco oc tho part 
of tho Government, unfolded tho new and 
highly patriotic plan of rending tho 
Province in two, and by so doing 
to utterly destroy the lofty financial position 
to which the energies of the Government 
have broutiht tho country. And thia patri- 
otic endeavor finds its outcome in a petition 
industrioualy circulated by political oppon- 
ents, tho last paragraph of which reads as 
follows : "That therefore tho people of the 
said Mainland portion of British Columbia 
object moat strongly to tho H|uundering of 
tlie Provincial resources in nou-productivo 
iindertakiiiga by tho vote of a non-represen- 
tative Ilciuae, and are now advuualing the 
aeparalion of the Mainland from the Island 
aa the surest relie f from the evils under 
which thiy at preaent hull'er." Mr. Kitchen 
liail disclaimed thia petition ai tho l.jO Mile 
Houae, but had immediately afterwards ad- 
mitted that he had headed ono at Chilli- 
wuck and cariied it around for signature." 

Mi:. KiTCiiKN' — "I did not diaclaim it." 

Mil Davik— Then 80 much tho wor.ie for 
ynu. Nrii her can any ono of your party 
diaclaim lliia traitorous document, altliougli 
tho telegram from Mr. Borland, who under- 
took to deny tho accuracy of tho report of 
tho meeting ut tho loU Milo House, said 
that you did diaclaim it. The telegram waa 
so published in tho Times and in the Newa- 
Advertiaeraa well." 

Mb. Kitchen— "Tho .Times and the Col- 
umbian miacopied the telegrapm by having 
out the word 'not'. The originul telegrum, 
wbiob I saw, read 'Kitchen did not disclaim. ' 
The News-Advertiaer bad it copied correct- 
ly. I saw tho paper. 

Mk. Davik— 'I have the News- Adver- 
tiser hero, with the copy of tho telegram, 
and it suys you did diaclaim. (Loud olieera)^ 
However, it'a inimaterial, for you admit 
having circulatiMl and adopted this petition, 
and all ycmr party are in the same boat, ami 
'tis UBoleaa trying to eac.ipi; reHpoiiBibilily 
now. It ia cliuncd on behalf of our oppon- 
erila that they obtained 7,1)110 aignulurea lo 
this p(!liti()n — and a oonvnuiim haa been 
calU d for Kandoopa on tlio lOth inalanf, in 
keeping with tho petition, to which dolo- 
gatea only from ibo Mainland, and none 
from the Island have been invited. They 
are now trying to muko out, in face of their 
petition and in face of their having called 
a convention of Mainland delegates only, 
that they never intended tho very thing 
which they advocated, and in the News- 
Adverliscr of the '24th September, contain, 
ing tho uccnunt of tho Vancouver meeting 
to elect delegutcs, tho report is heuded 
.' Not Separation, but Thorough Organi/.a- 
tion, etc. ' Tlioy hud dipcoverod that their 
separation petition, (signed dotibtleaa by 
most of those who had appended their naniea 
to it without observing tho separation 
olause) and their aeotional efi'orts were con- 
demned by every right thinking person in 
the country, so they tried to retrace their 
steps, and in doing this they had not[ the 
honesty to admit that tboy had made a woe- 
ful blunder,, but they try to cover It up by 
ftsaerttng the ridiculona fulaehood, at a rea- 
son for not inviting dclogatoa from Vancou- 
ver Island to attend the convention, that it 



would bo too exponaive ior delegates to at- 
tend from Vano.iuvor Island. (Laughter.) 
In a loudinir urticio in the News-Advortiser 
of Sept. 2'2 that position is seriously taken, 
flero ia what they say : " In tho second 
placn tho circumatJncea which in April last 
led to tho determination to call such a con- 
vention made it, almoat a necessity that it 
bo confined to tho Muinland, not from any 
sectional feeling, ua Mr. Davie, in Cariboo, 
and tho Colonist, in Victoria, arc making 
desperate efforts to prove, but bccaUBO it 
must bo hold at some point which would 
bo convenient and comparatively inex- 
pensive for tho attendance of dolcgatoa. 
flonco Ivamloops was selected aa a half-way 
houBO. Wero Island delegates to bo present, 
aomo coast point muat luivo been chosen, 
and then great expense would have been on- 
tailed on the monibora from tho interior." 
(Loud laughter.) 

" I would like to ask," continued Mr. 
Davie, " how much more it would cost to 
bring delesatea from Victoria or Nanaimo 
to Kamloops than from Vancouver, or 
rather how much more it is going to cost 
for delegates to como from' Barkerville to 
Kamloopa than from Victoria t Tho stage 
fare alone from Barkerville to Aahcroft ia 
S f2 CO, whereas from Victoria to Kamloops 
tho fare ia not more than $15. The time 
consumed in coming from Cariboo would bo 
four times as great aa in coming from Na- 
naimo or Victoria, and the expenao of 
travel at least four timea as much. Yot 
delegates are invited from Cariboo, but not 
from Vancouver Island, und wo i.ro told that 
the reaaon for not inviting them from the 
Island ia to aave expenao. What are you to 
think of tho other utterances of a journal 
and u party caught in auch ridiculuua pro- 
varicationa T I aak you to judge of the 
other thinga they allege aa facta by the ex- 
hibition they have made of themselvca in 
thia case, for it ia aafo to aasert that nearly 
everything they allcL;!; as a fact ugaiiiat the 
Government ia tcjually unworthy of credit. 

Mk Davif. went on to aay that the people 
of Vancouver and New Wc&tminater city 
and diatrict fully underatood the leailera of 
thia party, and refused to take part with 
them. It was true that ot first much public 
dissutiafuction hud been expressed at cer- 
tain mutters of policy and legislation to 
which bo would allude presently, but as tho 
reasona of tho Government came to bo sifted 
und the matters discussed, the good sense of 
the community recognized that thty hud 
acted honestly, and in good faith. Meet- 
ings wore called at New \Ve3tmin8ter and 
Vancouver, for tho samo day, to elect delo- 
gutea to the convention. They wero ex- 
tenaively advertiaed, and the day before tho 
meeting the News-Advertiser, referring to 
uncalled-for attacks which be (Mr. Davie) 
had made upon bis opponents in Cariboo, 
(but which he had not made) prophesied 
that the maas meeting at the Market hall 
the next evening would bo largely attended 
as a result. Mark w-bat had occurred. At tho 
first meeting burely twenty-flvo persona 
attended and they had to adjourn for a 
week for want of sufficient numbers. At 
the next meeting, instead of a mass meet- 
ing of hundreds, or thousands, such as 
would readily assemble at Vancouver if tho 
people were in sympathy with tho object of 
tho meeting, conaiderably lesa than 150 at- 
tended. The leadera went to work quar- 
relling amongat themselves and tho uifair 
wns a flat failure. They elected their dele- 
gates, worthy enough gentlemen, no doubt, 
and afterwards ono or two of them refused 
to act. At Westminster they fared no 
better. Ho produced tho account of tho 
meeting us published in the Columbiuu on 
the l.',')th Siplember, by which it appeared 
that the very first remark of Mr. Brov;n 
was an expression of regret at the alinmeas 
of the attendance. The report of the meet- 
ing said that " tho attendance, ulthough 
small, was thoroughly representative." 
Looking over the numea of those in attend- 
ance, outside of Mr. Brown himself, he 
failed to observe tho name of ono representa- 
tive man. Estimable men and good citi- 
zens they all doubtless were, although thero 
were only two of them he waa acquainted 
with, but altogether non-representative men. 
Tho Mayor was absent and not an alderman 
or a public man was present. Mr. Davie, 
after referring to the generous reception ac- 
corded him at ChilHwack, Surrey, and 
through New Westminster Diatrict, and 
to tho willingness and determination of 
the people to accord fair play, judge mat- 
ters according to their merits, and not 
be led away by agitatora, proceeded 
to defend the Government on tho Parlia- 
ment and Public Buildings Act. Tho 
nroposed expenditure to wliich exception 
waa taken, was f.'.-_'."),()UO, for S75,U0O had, 
without objection, been voted for a lire 
proof liind registry ollice the year before, 
and formed part of tho tolal esliiiiato of 
S(iOO,0()0. The existing buildings, erected 
in early colonial daya, with a framework 
and foundation of wood, covered with brick, 
had exceeded their life and were insullicient 
for the public requirenionta, and new build- 
inga of aomo kind wero a necessity. Vic- 
toria waa tho cupital and gateway of the 
province, tho firat port of call for the in- 
oreaaing linea of steamera from tho Orient 
and tho Australias. Tumble-down shacka, 
or mean buildings there would aliord un 
index for the rest of the provmoe. Aa pub- 
lic buildinga had to be erected, the Govern- 
ment bud decided that what waa worth 
doing at all was worth doing well, and to 
er ect buildings which would be a credit to 
the province. Tho amount was well within 
tho capacity of the province. In raising tho 
amount of $600,000, which would bo bor- 
rowed for a term ot 50 years, a sinking fund 
of one per cent, per annum would be set 
aside. This amount, together with the in- 
terest, amounted to tho yearly sum of 52;"),- 
.'!84, payable in fifty years, at tho eud of 
which time the debt will be extinguiahed. 
This amount distributed throughout tho 
province would not appreciably increase 
taxation, nor bo felt in any way ; the appro- 
priations for public worUb would be unulfect- 
ed. Ho had boon told by tome ono who had 
met him that day that the Goveriinienl wero 
upending all the public money on Vancouver 
Island. Ho wouhl quote a few ligurea. 
During fourteen yeara luat paat tho amount 
oxpended upon public inal itutiona, educi- 
lioii, roada, atKCIa, bridgea und wharvoa 
upon Vancouver lalaiiil had 1)0011^1,(159,12(1; 
upon the Mainland it had been f2,877,772, 
or well on lowurda double. The relative 
white populations, ua aliuwn by the 
amended censua returns which tho Govern- 
had aecurrrl, showed: Mainland, 
.'i7,2!J,'); laliind, 27,0!)7, a ditTercnco of a 
littlo over ."l.OOO. It wua only of recent 
years that tho Mainland population has ex- 
ceeded Vancouver Island; at ono time the 
excess was tho other way. Still, every 
government hud conceded tho right of tho 
Mainland to fur larger oxpondituro than tho 
Island, irrespective of population, and 
properly so, on account of ita much greater 
urea. 'J'ho (Government had never proceeded 
II lion tho principle of dividing the expend!' 
turo according to tho population; had: lb 
(lone 80 great injustice would have been 
dona the Mainland. Take tho estimatoa of 
tho last year, for instance; tho grant for 
roads, streets and bridges upon tho Main- 
land was §159,500; upon Vancouver Island 
it waa §50,000. For buildings und schoola 
tho Mainland grant was 5.SI,.')00, and 
upon Vancouver Island waa $10,900. 
For Hurvoya tho Mainland ostimuto waa 
$48,000, and tho Island §2,000. Upon odu- 
cation the Mainland §110,920, upon Vanoou- 
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ver Island 87.'t,220. Upon hospltola and 
asylums, the Mainland §41,550, and tho 
Inland S10,."i00, showing totals : Mainland, 
Sl.'i2,270; lalund, §104,420. Total, S.'iOO,- 
O'JO. A per capita division of thia aum 
according to the white population of the 
amended censua, 0.'), 200, would give ?9. 14 
por head, or upon the basis of .■i7,2!);i to tho 
Mainland and 27,!)U7 to the Island, S:}40,- 
85:) to t.ho Mainland, and S2o5,832 to tho 
Island, instead of the existing division of 
Sl.'i2,270 and $1G4,420. The separution 
petition alleges that the Mainland contri- 
butes two-thirds of tho revenue and tho 
Island one-third. Assuming this to be the 
fact, it would be observed that the Govern- 
ment hud not alloted Vancouver Island one- 
third of the expenditures, nor anything like 
it. The Government had dealt, and would 
deal with the Province as a whole, accord- 
ing to the best interests of the whole coun- 
try. The figures he had quoted were a con 
elusive answer to those who allcgeil par- 
tiality toward Vancouver Island. Por the 
Shuswup it Okanagan railway, and the 
Nakusp & Slocan, the traflio bridge across 
tho Eraser, and other enterprises upon the 
Mainland, the Government had engaged 
tho public revenuoa and credits to the ex- 
tent of millions, in comparison with which 
tho expenditure upon the Parliament and 
Governmont buildings was insignificant. 

Mii. D.wiK then took up tho Redistri- 
bution Bill, and said that the Government 
had engaged aa far back as 1890 to bring 
in a measure, distributing the representa- 
tion, as between the Muinland and the 
Island, as soon as tho censua returns came 
in, principally according to tho respective 
populations. The census returns were in, 
when tho House met, and henco the Gov- 
ernment hud no hesitation in promising 
the meuBure in tho Governor's speech. 
When tho measure came to bo prepared 
during tho session it waa of courae neces- 
sary to ascertain, aa exsctly as possible, the 
w-hito populution, but the census returns as 
published did not give them — did not dis- 
tinguish Indiuns from whites. Recourse 
was then hud to tho census department, 
which, in response to tho Government in- 
quiry, stated that tho whites on the Island 
were ."11,025, and on tho Mainland 31,940. 
The Government were satinfied thero was a 
mistake, and could judge pretty well how 
tho mistake had arisen, vis., that, for the 
purpose of soparating Indians from whites, 
they had taken the oenauB of the Indian de- 
partment, whereas the number of Indians 
actually enumerated by the Gensns Commis- 
sioners was less than the Indian census. That 
was however, not, the opinion of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture at the time, and (aaid 
Mr. Davie) when I was in Ottawa, last June, 
Mr. Lowe assured mo that examination of the 
achedulea (which waa then in progress) 
would, he thought, not diadose iiny material 
dilTerence in tho Indian populution, us the 
cenaua enumerators, for regions which they 
hud not vibitcd, had adopted tlio same in- 
formation ua bad the Indian dtpartment in 
compiling tho Indian census, viz , the re- 
turns of tho Huclaon Bay ugcncies. The 
iiamo informution waa volunteered the ncwa- 
])aper reporters laat April by Mr. Johnson, 
the statistician, when, or shortly after the 
matter wua before the House, und ho in- 
formed tho World reporter, as publinhed by 
the World at the time, that tho Indiuna in 
tho unviaitod places wero included in tho 
total population, certified, as tho result of 
the 1S91 census, of 9S,17.'l. However, to 
return to tho action of the Government laat 
acasion, they could not in framing a 
Redistribution bill proceed upon sur- 
miao. They would have been con- 
demned throughout tho country if 
they had done so, hence it was determined 
to leave the matter over until next year, 
and in the meantime to have the census 
schedules examined and the whites and In- 
dians separated. After the House bad risen 
a further telegram was received from Mr. 
Lowo stating the white population of the 
Island to be 'absolutely', 2,214 above the 
Mainland. It seems that the word 'abso- 
lutely' was an error, in transmitting the 
telegram, tho word used by Mr. Lowo being 
'abstractly,' but whether 'abstractly' or 'ab- 
solutely' did not signify, tho infornuilion 
was the aame, viz , that the population of 
tho Island wua 2,0i:() and upwards above 
that of the Mainland. .Since then tho Gov 
eriinKnt had had the returns scrutinized in 
the Department of Agriculture, with tho re 
oult that whereas tho Indian population of 
the Province, ua shown by tho Indian De- 
partment censua for 1891 waa ,"15, 001), the 
census onumorulora by omitting to take into 
uccount the Vukon and Northern portion 
of tho I'roviiice, luul onumeruted 2.'>,- 
000 only, und the total. 98,17;! had 
been arrived at by omitting 12,000 
Indiana. When for Iho purpose of the 
return uakcd for by tho I'roviiico last 
March they had separated Indiana from 
whites, instead of deducting only 2;i,000, 
tho number of Indiuua actually enumerated, 
thoy had deducted .•15,000, or 12,000 too 
many, which mount the too wrongful 
deduction of 12,000 wliitoa. This at onoo 
displaced the proportions as between Main- 
land and Island, giving the Mainland 37,000 
and the Island about 9,000 less. The. Be- 
diatribution bill could and would now be 
proceeded with. The gain to the Province 
ia the adding of 12,000 to the population. 
Instead of 08,173 It is now some 110,000, and 
the Province ia entitled to 80 cents per head 
per annum, on the rl2,000 omitted Indians, 
or an Increase to the subsidy of something 
like $10,000. The right waa clear ond the 
Province had inaiated on it, yot tho patriotic 
Opposition had como out in tho denial of tho 
Province's right in this regard. In tho News 
Advertiser ot September 1 was an article 
" Gabble, Simply Gabblo." denying our 
right to receive thia money, and claiming 
that tho censua was concluded by tho 
total of 98,17.'!, however orroneous it might 
be. A worthy Opposition truly, to take up 



arms against our rights, merely for tho pur- 
pose of dfpriving tlio Govcrnmenti, of tho 
day, of tho credit of having discovered and 
muintuiued the righta of tho Province to 
thia sum. Tho leuder of their party is Mr. 
Cotton, and he is also tho editor of tho 
■'News Advertiser" which publishes this 
treachery towards the Proi'ince. Tho other 
oppotition papers have taken tho same 
ground against the Province's rights. It 
does not require argument to domonstrato 
that when the terms of Union provide for 
our receiving 80 cents per head upon tho 
population, as shown by the census, that 
means a fairly accurate and complete census, 
not a census leaving out of account vast 
areas of the Province ; they might as well 
contend that the Dominion ooold 
take the census of Vanoouuer sim- 
ply, and that the Province must rest 
content. The Opposition leadera, Messrs. 
Cotton and Brown, whilst compluin- 
ing of places with small voting power, 
such aa Alberni and the Islands having 
members in the House, had, in their places 
in the House, stated that they considered 
them entitled to retain their membership. 
In conclusion, Mr. Davie gavo the assurance 
that tho proniiso which at first had been 
given would not bo departed from, and that 
in redistributing tho seats tho balance of 
power theory would bo cast aside altoge- 
ther, and a fair measure of redistribution 
introduced. (Loud cheers.) After thank- 
ing tho audience for the attentive hearing 
which had been accorded him, Mr. Davie 
resumed his seat amidst much opplause. 

Mr. Skmlin said ho had often appeared 
before a Kumloopa audience, and had al- 
ways had confidence extended to him. 
He had not always been able to act in accord 
with tho Government, but had done so 
when for the benefit of the Province. 
The Premier claimed credit for assisting 
railways on the Muinland, but the Oppo- 
sition had voted with the Government in 
all oases of publio works beneficial to tho 
public. Mr. Davie said they had obtained 
u million dollar loan ut what he claimed to 
bo very good rales, but when it was analyz- 
ed it wua found that tho 31,000,000 realized 
only SSOO,000 when it reached Britiah 
Columbia. Thia might bo a wonderful 
ucliiovement, but if it went on what would 
bo tho result. 'Thero waa only one way of 
repayment— by taxation, and with a white 
population of only 70,000 it would be hard 
work. Not much benefit would be derived 
from immigrants for the firat few years, 
thoy would have to be a few years in tho 
country before they were in a position to 
pay much taxes. Mr. Davie bad mentioned 
a revenue of $1,500,000, but he claimed that 
only §200,000 of that sum goes towards tho 
development ot the country. We have a 
territory of great extent, largely unpopulat- 
ed, and requiring the expenditure 
of much money to develop. Kvery 
part of the country requires roads. Tho 
population wua small and thero was not 
much chance, aa far us ho could see, of tho 
revenue increasing much for somo time. 
While tho country waa in its present state 
— while settlers were compelled to carry 
their produce on their bjcka— did the Gov- 
ernment think they were acting in tho in- 
tereata of the country when they voted 
?G00,00O in buildinga in Victoria Mr. 
Davie would make them believe that tho 
preaent buildings at Victoria wero no fur- 
ther use. He could not see this. The 
buildinga uppoared to him much the same 
ua they did twenty yeara ago. He pointed 
out tho absurdity of expending §600,000 
for buildinga for the accommodation 
of a populution of 70,000 people. He gavo 
Mr. Martin, M.I'.P., credit for his 
votn in this matter. If Mr. Martin waa 
right the Government was wrong, and if 
the Government was right Mr. Martin must 
be wrong. He believed Mr. Martin waa 
right in this case, and no doubt he would 
claim honor for bis vote on this occasion. 
Mr. Davie claimed that the buildings would 
be a great advertisement for Victoria. He 
saw there was much discontent beoause the 
ateamshipa did not atop there, but he did 
not seo how the erection of the buildinga 
would have any effect in making tho veaaola 
stop at Victoria, und, if it did, ho could 
not SCO why tho Province should bo taxed 
for it. Tho Government had to bring 
down some mcaaure of rediatribution, 
but before doing eo would have tho 
buildinga so far under way that any future 
government would have to carry tho work 
out. Tho reiliairibution bill could wait; 
why could not the buildinga wait. The 
(Jovernment know that if tho people had a 
voice in thd matter tlio buihlinga would not 
bo erected at Victoria, Vancouver, Kam- 
loops, or any other part of tho Province. 
His ft lend hud aaid that thoao who dillcrcd 
from the Government in thia matter wore 
traitoroua to the country. Ho understood 
that the jielilion hud been signed by 7,000 
people. Tho malign uotion of tho Govern- 
ment wns tho cause of tho aot. They 
thought they wero tuking tho only moans in 
their power to stay tho work of the Gov- 
ernment. If this was treason, the Govern- 
ment were responsible for having driven 
them to the aot. He could vouch for 
Mr. Cotton, that there was not a 
more loyal man in the Dominion. ^Mr. 
Davie had spoken of a period when tho 
tho popnlation of the Island exceeded that 
of the Mainland. He had lived thirty yours 
in British Columbin, but could not recollect 
that time. Up to tho time of tho building 
of tho C.P.R. the population was amall bolii 
on tho Island and on tho Mainland. Mr. Davie 
had brought up thia to show that the laland 
was entitled lo moro expeiulituro than ahe 
had had in tho past. Ho contended that 
tho Province should bo treated ua a whole, 
but so far ua he could aoo this largo sum of 
money waa boing spent on the lalund, not 
bccauao it waa nnceasary, but because there 
had nob boon enough spent thero in tho past, 
Contintted on Page Seven.

As to the rediatributtoa the Proiiiicr had 
taken them all into his confidenoe, and told 
tbem that the Governmenl! was going 
to bring in a redistribution bill, 
but he was very oaroful nob to 
tell them '-anything of-': the', aon'strnotion of 
thafe bill, xlf ;>th'e.iQbvernirieiit.waS''-oalIed 
upon to pay all its promiaea, there would bo 
nothing left for publib worlcB. ' He bad it 
on good authority that the Province hud 
already paid $42,000 for the Shuawup &, 
Okanagaa. railway guarantee. Should wo 
not look with great oare to oiir expendi- 
ture. His friend bad endeavored to show 
that the expenditure would not .be S600,. 
000— that $75,000 had been vpted the 
previouH yeur, and had not been cxpcudnd, 
and hud c;oDa back to tho ticuaury. 
The money had been expondod, how- 
ever. The Government did not wish 
to redistribute, but now they had got 
llieir eoheme 80 far under way that they 
could not well bo Btuycd, they suy they will 
now goon with rodiatribiition. Uo claimed 
thsit the deliiy in redialiihulion wns a yreat 
damage to tho electors. Mr. Somlin toucliod 
on tho Crofter achenio, and allowed that it 
was one of the things that Biitish Coliinihia 
was not prepared for. lie diflured with the 
Government on tho Crofter Bcheme, tho 
building sahenio and other echeniea. He 
urged that if they did not agree with tho 
acta of the Oovernment, they should vote 
them out of power; if tlioy had acted ac- 
cording to tho wishes of the people, support 
them, Mt, Somlin concluded at 1 1 ; 15. 

Hon. Mr Vkiinon said tho rrcjiiier had 
explained fully tho views of the Govern- 
nieut upon sonio of the most important mat- 
ters and he (Mr. Vernon) did not intend at 
this lato hour, to speaU at any length. He 
then proceeded to refute some of tin; state- 
ments made by Mr. Sendin, more paiticu- 
larly those referring to tho three per cent, 
loan, showing how the Government had ob- 
tained a stock exchange quotation. When 
the Finiuice Minister lloati.d the laot loan 
the three per cents, were sold for S;.l, where- 
as, they hud now advanced to !).'!, showing 
that any money the I'rovinoo might borrow 
in the future would be obtaimnl at about 
;ij inateud of 'iS per cent.. Tho (iovernmcnt 
borrowed raonoy for the purpoau of spend 
ing it in nselul works and succeedhig 
GoveromentB would have to borrow in this 
country the same aa in every other country. 
Darinc; the present year a number of city 
and rural municipalities had been formed, 
reducing largely their oontributiona to the 
PiroTinoial Exchequer ; but in spite of this 
the revenue was in a very healthy condition. 
Mr, Vernon referred to tho statement 
made by the former epeakor regarding tho 
Shuawap and Okanagaa railway, and 
showed it unlikely that the province woul 1 
ever be called upon to contribute largely on 
account of this work, which had been pro- 
ductive of 80 much good, and which was 
now largely instrumental in opening up tha 
Sindlkame- n, tho Fairviow and other mines. 
He doprecitod such incorrect statements 
being circulated as those meutioned by Mr. 
Somlin, calculated, as they were, to 
create erroneous impressions, and do tho 
country much harm. The Crofter 
scheme referred to had died a Uiitural 
death. The company had been un- 
able to float their schemo in London, so we 
shall hear no more about it. Mr. Vernon 
ahowed how the Mainland and Island hud 
been equitably dealt with, with respect to 
the revenue contributed and the money ex- 
pended. Referring to local matters, ho said 
Kandoops had received fair play ; ho in- 
stanced the Court house, Provincial j lil, 
new aohoolhouse, hospital. Registry ollico, 
and now the Old Man's home was to bo 
established here. There was only one mat- 
ter which had been pressed on the Gov- 
ernment and which had not been done, and 
that was a bridge over the Thompson, oppo- 
site Ramloop-'. Mr. Fortune (bear, hear ) 
Ihis would have to be a structure with long 
spans and iron piles to withstand the drifc 
' ice and enable rafts or loads to get through. 
The Government had not felt justified in in- 
curring this expense just now when only 
comparatively a few people would use it. It 
was quite possible, however, that the 
executive might eBtablish a free ferry, which 
he thought would answer every purpoaa for 
a year or 80. (Applause.) 

Mb, Kitchen, at tho invitation of the 
chairman, took tho platform. Ho said as 
tho hour was lato ho would not keep tho 
audience long. The Constitutional League 
was got up, aa tho petitioners thought they 
had no other means, to ask the (Jovernor- 
Goneral to veto tho bill for tho erection of 
the buildings at Victoria. Mr. Cotton 
had never agreed with the petition. 
There had been a deficit of $200,000 
a year sinoo 1887. He would ask 
how long this Province with its laigo 
urea and small population could stand 
that. His voice bad not been raised 
against the borrowing of tho $1,000 000, 
because he had been told the money 
was to be spent in improvements; 
but as a fact they had got only 
$SOO,000 for the $1,000,000 The transac- 
tion was like that of the farmer who bor- 
rowed money on his farm, and instead of 
spending it in improvements and a ock, h ul 
put up a iiae house. Let tho people de- 
cide whether the Capital Buildings shou'd 
bo placed in an extreme part of the Island, 
where a hostile gunboat could blow them to 
pieces at any time (derisive cheers and Nol 
No !) or in the centre of i In Province. Tho 
Old Man'n HouiO had bei n made capital of 
l)y tho Ciovurnment; but at drat it had been 
understood it would bo located at Victoria, 
and DO hurry had been uaed concerning it. 
But no sooner were tho members' backa 
turned than tho Public Buildings were 
commenced. (.Shouts and cheern.) \Vhen 
tho Premier tolls you that tho feeling con- 
cerning the matter is do id, ho did not think 
that ho (the Premier) boliovoa it. As to 
our credit, if the financiers of the Old World 
know how we wero going, they would sooft 
stop our credit. As to the numerous cases 
of incorporation quoted, and the falling of! 
of tho rovcnuo to tho Government in conse- 
quence, he claimed that the unfair treat- 
ment tho rural distriots had received from 
tho Government was the cause of this. 
Tho people found they had been paying 
heavy taxes to tho Government and getting 
very littlo for it, ond they therefore formed 
themselves into municipalities that they 
might have the spending of their own 
money. As a proof of how the conatliu- 
enotes ware div|ded, in 1800 three represent- 
atives were given the Mainland represent- 
ing 3,600, and three were given the Island, 
representing 30O. (Applause.) The speaker 
concluded his speech at 12:50. 

Mr. Martin was called upon, but de* 
clinod to apeak because of the lateness of the 
hour. 

Tho Chairman said that Mr. Davie wished 
to bo poriniited to reply to certain state- 
ments raadi!. 

Hon. Mk Davih said that although tho 
hour waa lato ho would claim tho indulgence 
of tho ttudicnco for a few momenta in reply. 
He had not stated that the revenue was 
$1,500,000, and us for tho atatemenl of Mr. 
Somlin that $200,000 only went towards the 
development of the country, tho facts wero 
that the vote last year gave $185,855 for 
education other than school buildings ; 
$129,600 for buildings, Includingachools; $50,- 
400 for surveys,^ S215 000 for roada atreota 
and bridges, and $88,498 for miscellaneous. 



The estimated revenue was $1,000,000. Aa 
regards the million dollar loan, us it is call- 
ed, netting only $800,000, tho obligation 
was not $1,000,000 but $970,000 only. The 
"took was sold, as well as ho remembered, ut 
83, or at a discount of 17 per cent,, amount- 
ing to $100,000 or thereabouts. This ac- 
counts for the net sum realiz:-.d being $800,- 
000, or in : that . neighborhood. The loun 
was floated at three per cent, interest, and 
of course, the sumo as tho loans of other 
countrio a carrying so low a rati) of interest, 
hud to be placed on tho mai kot at a dis- 
count. Taking into accouuc this discount 
tho actual cost to tho Province was equiva- 
lent to paying about .'U per oeut. intiroat on 
tho whole loan : in other werda, selling 
three per cents, at 83 or at a diacount of 
17 per cent, was about equivalent to selling 
three and one-half per cents, at par. Any- 
one, therefore, could see that there waa.no 
point whatever in showing that the $970,- 
000, called in round numbers the $1,000,000 
loan, netted the Province only 8800,000. 
As already explained, British Columbia 
threes had advanced to 92 or 93. Hence 
any future borrowing, aa explained by Mr. 
Vernon, will bu cheaper still — 'A^ or in that 
neighborhood, so the largo diauouat of 17 
per cent, had served the purposo: of placing 
British Columbia stock on tho market, and 
in future transactions the Province will 
have tho benoDb of it. (Applause.) 
Aa to Mr. Kitchen'a point that tho parliu- 
niout buildings wore wrongly placed, be- 
cause thoy might be blown to sniitheroons 
by a hostile gunboat, all he had to sjy wub 
that tho rest of the Prcinco would ho in u 
pitiable plight, if ever an invading force 
paased K-(iuinu»H. (t'lieera. ) Lie had not 
claimed tliat the buildiiiga would be an ud- 
vertiaeinent for \'icloria. What he had 
aaid waa, that situate right at the g:iteway 
of the Province, they would alford a fair in- 
dication of its pro.spi^rity an J stability. 
(Cheera ) It hud not been at any time de- 
cided to erect the Old Man's Homo at 
Victoria. Until brmiglit up in the execu- 
tive a short Limo ago, will.'! Ivamloopa waa 
tix(!(l on, the iiueaiioii i f liM;atiiiu hud hardly 
been diacuaded- Aa for the assertion that 
the Provnice had eviTy year t-inco 1SS7, 
exceeded its revenue, there was no 
pnint in that, because tho money which 
had been borrowed bad been raised for 
the expreta purpose of ijuing uaed in excess 
of revenue, so aa to pro.'jccute Worka of 
dovelopmuut, and it will ba necoasary, and 
the Government can well afford to pursue 
the aani^ policy in future tor some time, 
with the credit of the country in the 
favorable condition to whioh the Govern- 
ment has raised it. Tho Go^'ernmout can- 
not, of Bourse, open up every road and 
needed development at once, but they 
would lose no time — and the expenditure 
on the Parliament buildings would not 
stand in the way. (Cheers.) In the first 
years of confederation, the initial act of 
the Government was to expend SO, 000, 000 
in Parliament and Capital .buildings at 
the aeat of Government, ut Ottawa, and 
has anyone claimed that the money was 
not wisely expended ? And that expendi- 
ture had to be met with money borrowed 
upon far less favorable terms, than wo uro 
now borrowing. (Applause). As to tho 
Crofter scheme, tho principal reason why 
that had failed was because this Govern- 
ment had insisted on the right to select the 
Groftor enngrants und not to have un- 
loaded upon the country, the refuse only, of 
tho Crofter population. So far from the 
Governnient having neglected Now West- 
minster district in tho matter of appropria- 
tions, during tho four years from Juno, 
1S88, tojuno, 1892, there had been ex- 
pended inhoapitals, and public institutions, 
education, roads, streets, bridges and 
wharves, works and buildings and nurveya 
in New Westminster district S.Til.145, and 
in Now Westminster City, $288,470. 

Mr. Kitciik.n' — There have been no hos- 
pital appiopriationa in New Westminster 
district. 

Hon lilu. Davie — You are right. Tho 
auni of $.'131,145 wuB without hospitals. The 
hospital grunt waa all in the city eipendi 
ture. ((jheera. ) Did time permit he would 
answer other points attempted to be made 
by the Opposition speakers ; but if he bad 
not dealt with tbem all, he hoped no one 
would conclude that there was a single 
point made by the Opposiitlon to which there 
was not a complete reply. 

Tho Pronuer resumed his seat amid pro- 
longed cheering, upon the abatement of 
which Mr. Mcintosh moved, seconded by 
Mr. Ross, a vote of thanks to the Prbmier 
and Chief Commiasioner. The motion being 
put by the chairman waa carried ununi 
niously. After this votes of thanks wero 
accorded to the Opposition speakers and to 
the chairman, and the meeting adjourned at 
1.15 a.m.

New YoltK, Oot. 0.— This wna Great 
Britain's day so far La weather foe a yacht 
ruoo was concerned, and Lord, ^uuravcn 
and all tho crew of tho rakish Mack cutter 
were happy when they went <dl«wn tho bay 
in tlie morning. C. Oliver Iselin and the 
gallant orew of the whi'je «Bp defender wore 
tho happy ones when the yachts came ba> k 
in the afternoon. They led a triumphant 
procession of yachts and excursion craft up 
the harbor— for the Vigilant had added 
another victory to her score. She had 
walked away from tho Valkyrio in wind 
that topped tho eeaa with foam, and drove 
clouda ot fpray over her weatherbow. 

Tho day was an idoal ono for an outside 
Tocc. Tlio air was us clear as crystal — it 
bad the vigorous frtBbiieaa of October in it 
— and every old aalt that uiiid'rd it in the 
eai ly moi iiing jiredicted a blowing day. 
The yaehtemen, American as well as Hritiah, 
were glad that iho day had arrived when 
there could bo no excuse of light winds for 
either of tho contestants, and all felt that 
the comparative merits of the two crack 
aingle-sticUers would be made plain before 
the day was over, and tho anxious oitizttna 
of two nations would be able to moke some 
tiling more than a guess as to which is tho 
Queen of yachts. 

Tho first of the international races was run 
to leetvurd and return, that of to-day, the 
second in the series of three iu tiv 
over a triangular course of thirty miles, ten 
miles to the leg. There was bound to bo 
windward work and reaching, and that 
always nieknn a prettier race than a leeward 
run. Whun the wind oanio up out of tho 
southwest in tho early morning, uU tho 
yachtsmen and yachtswomen put on their 
blue cups and seagoing togs and started 
down tho bay on the usual fleet of excursion 
boatp, which included everything from a big 
ocean steamer to a naphtha launch. The 
big bnata were the popular ones to day, and 
many of the uniiill craft did not go half way 
down the bay before they turntd tail to the 
seas that thieater.ed to engulf them an<l re- 
turned to the city. There was the usual 
crowd of patriotic citizens, who went down 
to see to it personally that tho Y ankee 
sailor boys did their duty in the deleuco 
of the America's cup. They were not 
(juito ei|ual to Saturday's crowd in numbers, 
but they made more noiso, especially when 
they saw tho manner in which the white 
hIoo]) showed her stern to the black cutter. 
The Dolphin, with Admiral Gherardi on 
board, was conspicuous in the Hoot ; so was 
William K. Vanderbilt's new steam yacht 
Valiant, with tho Countess Duuraven on 
board. Other crack steamers were ex- 
Commodore Gerry's Electra, K (■. Hono- 
dict'a Oneida, Ogden Goelnt's White Lady, 
and J. J. Aator's Nourniahal, which re- 
cently ran on tho rooks. Tho excursion 
boats kept at a more respeotublo distance 
from the yachts than on any previous day, 
nnd did not inteifere with them in any way. 

The two yachts left their anchorage otr 
Bay Ridge, where tbey had been over Sun- 
day, rather early. The Vigilant got away 
at 7:40 a.m. and the Valkyrie had her an- 
chor up at S o'clock. Both boats were towed 
down to Sandy Hook, being saluted by tho 
incoming steamers, tugs and excursion boats 
as they went down the Bay.' The wind was 
south of southwest and blowing thirteen 
miles an honr. Thn Vigilant made for the 
horseshoe, where under shelter of land she 
ran up her mainsail, jib and forestay sail. 
She then went on out to sea, with her sails 
aiding the lug. The Valkyrie did not seem to 
mind tho bretzo which was g.itling stronger 
all tho time, and taking a short cut througll 
tho awash channel nude sail as she went. 
She ran up her club topsail without heading 
up into the wind. This was not her largest 
one, as there were indications of more wiml 
later. The Valkyrio arrived ut the Sandy 
Hook lightship an hour before the time of 
starting. After a consultation had been 
held on board, tho top'fail wua taken down, 
and the larger one, which shu used on Sat- 
urday, went up instead. At this time tho 
wind was blowing a good fifteen miles an 
hour. 

Tho Vigilant ran up her larg'e club top- 
sail at 10 o'clock. Both boats cruised about 
north of the liijhtphip for i\n hour before tho 
start. On board tho Valkyrie were Lord 
Dunraven, Lord SVolverton and ono of Lord 
Dunraven'u daughters. Sho seemed per- 
fectly at home on deck, and when there was 
any unusual aotivi<y she stood on the com- 
panion way. Others on the British yacht 
were Capt, Cranfield, Designer Wilson, 
Suilmaker Ratrey at d Archibald Rogers, 
On the Vigilant were C. Oliver Iselin, 
August Belmont, Nat. Ht-rreaohof, A. Wil- 
Inrd, E. Butler Duncan, Jr., H. Leeds, 
Newberry 1). Thorno uud Capt. Ilanaen. 
who was at the tiller; Capt. Terry, who 
looked out for tho sails, and Chas. Kerr, 
the repreHental ivo of Lord Dunraven. On 
the bridge of the II igship .May were Coin 
modore Kdwin 1). ilorgan, ex Commodore 
S. Nicholson Kane, A. Canfield, Gen. Chas. 
I'ayne, Irving Grinnell, J. Rogers Maxi;- 
well, J. S. V. Oddie, Clias. Kussell and 
Stanley Alortimer. 

Before the otart the excursion boats and 
tugs niaased in two groups, ono around the 
lightship and ono around the May. At the 
rri|ue«t of the skippur of tho Vigilant, all of 
the boats around tho lightship moved 
over to tho other sido of the 
coune, HO that the yachts could work up 
to tho lino clo.io under the lee of ttie 
lightship v/ithout their wind being broken. 

Tho Vigilant showed her bronze bot- 
tom as she heeled over and bowled along, 
the seas oncaaionally dushing spray over her 
white-jacketed orew. Tlio Valkyrio did 
not heel quite so much, but sho showed 
some of her copper below the water lino. 
Tho wind was blowing twenty miles an hour 
when both boats went over the line, within 
ten seconds of each other, the Vigilant lead- 
ing by tho length of her bowsprit. 
They made a pretty race as they started 



on. tho beat to windward of 10 miles to the) 
first murk, vvhicli was of^ North Lougl 
Blanch, and set olose in 'ahore, that a good 
view of the racing mi';,'nt bo obtained from 
Seabright, Monmor^th Beach und Long 
Branch. 

As on Sa»_jf^jy^ t>,o Valkyrio forged 
ahead at start. Sho was not running 
quite a^^ olose to the wind us tho wliito sloop, 
but ^1^0 going faster. In ten minutes 
' r(\o Valkyrie led oy four lengths, but the 
Vigilant was a trifle to windward. Tho 
Valkyrio increased her lead to ten lengths 
at the and of tho first half hour, and then, 
whilo the Englishmen on the steamboats 
wero hugging themselves with joy, tho 
Vigilant began to out down the open water 
between her bow and tho Valkyrie's stern. 
Sho walked right up and took the lead, and 
tho race was a procession from this point. 

The cup defender gained four minutes 
and five seconds in tho first ten miles' tuck- 
ing to windward; four minutes and twenty- 
ono seconds in tbo second ton miles; and 
throe minutes and twenty-six seconds in tho 
lust ton milts. Sho crossed tho lino ahead 
of tho Valkyrio twelve minutes and twenty- 
three Booonds actual time, unel deducting 
tho time ullowunco of ono minuto and forty- 
eight Beoonds, sho won by ten minutes and 
thirty-live seoonda. 

The steam whistles of all tho craft that 
could keep the pace set by tho white ploop, 
greeted hor, and tho people on the decks 
yelled themselves horse. The Valkyrie was 
over two miles astern when tho Vigilant 
finished. 

Tho thirty mile ruce was luu in threo 
hours and l!.5 minutes. Tho wind lilew 
almost half a gale during the last half of 
tho race, and tho boats caiiic in with their 
decks forward wet with spray. All the ex 
oursion boats saluted tho Vigilant and also 
the Valkyrio as tlu-y steamed past them 
coming back to tho city. Tho next race 
will bo on Wednesday. It will bj a heat 
to windward, 15 miles and return. Should 
the Vigilant win again, the America 
oup will remain here at least an- 
other year, und tho American centreboard 
will still bo the champion yacht of the 
world. 

(leorge L Watson, designer of the Val 
kyrio, said to-night, when asked for hii 
opinion of the race: "They beat ns; that ia 
all there ia about it, firat and laat." "Did 
you Imve any trouble?" "No; everything 
n-as E(|Uarc; tlie Vigilant outsailed us on 
every point." "Was tho Vigilant'a success 
duo to her model as iv centre. board, or to 
her urnater Hail area?" "I cannot say. Of 
course, she carries more sail. The Vigilant 
ia a remarkable bout." "Would tho Val 
kyrio do bettor in a heavy, choppy sea?' 
"I don't know. The Vigilant outsailed us 
on every course and in every wind." 

Lo.sDo.N, Oct. 10. — The Daily News, ro 
ferring to tho second race for the America's 
cup, says : It seems to be all over with the 
Valkyrie. Sho has been beaten again un 
eler conditions that furuisheil as good a test 
of speed and seamanship as could have 
been desired. It is impossible any longer 
to believe that she is aa well built and as 
well handled as ia the Vigilant. Our 
yachtsmen and yacl)t-bailders must again 
g ' to school in America. Some secret of 
the American mind in this branch of sport 
wo have yet to master. The fact that the 
Valkyrie had to make more taoks than the 
Vigilant seems to point! to the handling 
rather than tho building as the reason for 
tho superiority of the American boat.

Thn club waa disorganiziid in 
188-1, and in 188,") Mr. Buigley beeumo a 
volunteer during the rebellion, eiiliHtiiig in 
tho 'dlnA. On their return and disbund. 
mont his lovo for tho inlional game 
prompted him to organize tho famous 'JUth 
lucroBSO olub, named after the OOili regiment 
of which he became a member. It was with 
this club that be earned the reputation ot 
being the star lacrosse player of the 
West. He came to Vancouver in 
188!), entering the law oifice of Mr. 
L G. MoPhillips, where ho was engaged for 
two years. After reaching bore ho joined 
hy Vaiicou'-er Lacrosse Club, and waa an 
active player for two years, when he drifted 
into aquutici, unel won honors the first year 
by being ono of tho four-oared junior crew 
who returned champions from Portland in 
I8!)l. Ho was also an expert Asaooiaiion 
football player, having been a member of 
tho Collegiate Association football team in 
Winnipeg. Through ill health lie retin-d 
from participating in sports a year ugo, 
hut continued to be one of tho chief <liriof.- 
ors of tlie Ijrillianfc career of the ri riiiinal 
City lacrosse club until his death. Tlie 
funeral took place ut 10 o'clock this niorn- 
ing from the family residence to the Church 
of Our Liuly of Huiy Rosary,

visiting tho mines in Cariboo in the interests 
of Eastern speculators. Ho speaks enthu- 
siasaically of tho prosperity of British Col- 
umbia. 

The Bridge river gold mine is said to be 
panning out well, while glowing ac- 
counts come from Kanaka Bar. The mana- 
ger of the K. B. Gold Co., came io last night, 
with enoonraging ^ories and fine samples 



of ore. 

H. Abbott and Mr. Bnpton returned from 
their Cariboo visit last evening. Both 
gentlemen are interested In the Horse Fly 
creek claim, which is being developed at 
considerable expense. Water has to be 
brought a great distance, and already ten 
miles of tho ditch has been dug. To get in 
tho machinery and supplies the company 
has found it necessary to open a road from 
IDS mile post on the Barkervil'.e stage road 
to the mine, u distance of -1.5 miles. The 
company is doing this largo amount of work 
itself, and already has opened .'II! miles. 
Work can be continued for n month longer, 
und then will be resumed in early spring. 
Most of the miners are Chinese, und it was 
learned that those in (tuesnelle are making 
from SIO to f.'il) a day with the rocker; gold 
going in duat to China without pausing 
through the banks. 

Cecil Smith brings from Lyti on a report 
of a rich strike of gold in Hootanie Creek. 
Mr. Smith and partners took up lliO acres 
along tho creek and began elcveloping in 
July last, and have ut length reached the 
pay streak. Tlio gravel in the pay shaft 
tunnel yields at present §8 a yard. 'I he 
prospectors claim to have located the bed of 
the former stream. A company ia being or- 
ganized with shares of $100. The claim is 
two and a half miles from Lytton, on the 
Thomson river. 



HOSPITAL BOARD MEETING. 

Regular Ilontine BusInesB Transact*! d-Mat- 
tors Progressing: Satisfactorily. 

There wore present at last evening's meet- 
ing of the Jubilee Hospital Board Messrs. 
Charles Iluyward, presiding, F. H. Wor- 
louk, 1 1, Dallas Helmoken, A. C. Flumor- 
f«lt, 10. Crow Baker, W. M, Chudloy, A. 
Wilson, H. M. Yutes, J. S. Yates, Joshua 
Duviea, G. H. Brown, I, Bravermuu, J. 
Brudon, T. Sholbolt, und F. B, Gregory, 

The doctor's, matron's and house stew- 
ard's reports were received and filed. They 
showed that everything is working satisfac- 
torily. 

Mr. Djivies gave an explanation of a con- 
trivance to be attached to the ambulance to 
save jolting to patients. The cost of the 
proposed spring was only S20, and Jlr, 
Davios recommended that the expenditure 
wuB advisable, if not absolutely necessary. 
The matter was referred to the committee. 
In reajjonifo to u iiueatiou from Mr. Wil- 
son, the chairman said the collections wero 
coming in, but slowly, und there waa an 
expression of opinion thul somotliiug further 
should bo done. 

The Hoard then proceeded to the con- 
siderulion of tho amendment of tho by-luws 
for the training school. In regard to the 
chutigo giving the control of tho training 
school for nurses to the matron, Mr. Wor- 
lock pointeel out that the by-luw aa pro- 
posed held tho matron responsible for tho 
conduct of the nurses when on and off duty, 
and suggested that such responsibility 
should only have effect whilo tho nurses 
wero on the premises. The suggestion waa 
accordingly adopted, and tho Board pro- 
ceeded with the by-laws, w hich were amend- 
ed in several other particulurs. 

The treasurer's report waa next received 
and jiaased. Mr. Chudley also referred to 
the matter of insurance, which, however, is 
still under consideration und will be finally 
reported on at the next meeting. 

The number of patients in the hospital 
September 1 was 39 ; admitted during the 
mouth, 17 ; total, 80. There wero dis- 
charged :i9 ; died, 6 ; and remained in hos- 
pital on Ist October, 41 patients. 

Mr. Chudley wished to draw attention to 
whut seemed a thoughtless practice of the 
public in placins a lot of miscellancouii arti- 
elcB in the box at the entrance gate. He 
had found there a collection of waste paper, 
buttons and matches, and among tho lot 
were a five dollar bill and some silver. It 
would be much kinder if people would send 
these donations up to the hospital ; the 
matter, he considered, had only to be 
brought before the public in the proper 
spirit, to be remedied. Tho hospital ball, 
it waa announced, would take place about 
the end of the present month. 
The meeting then adjourned.
